Th e secret of th e Canton an1 East 
Llverpodl railroad Is out. It comes In 
a dispatch from Baltimore, and In 
view of th e fact th at It was sent out In 
connection with th e prtpceedlngs of th e 
meeting wh ich elected Joh n K. Cowen 
president of th e Baltimore and Oh io 
can be taken as truth . Th e dispatch 
say s: 
President Cowen, of th e Baltimore 
& Oh io, will during th e nex t few 
month s be one of th e busiest men in 
th e railroad service. If h e promptly 
l(K)ks after all th e big questions wh ich 
h ave been patiently sigh ing for h is 
Inauguration. To say noth ing of th e 
Valley Improvements at Cleveland, 
th ere is anoth er great enterprise In 
Oh io wh ich Is trembling In 
th e 
balance waiting for ex ecutive action. 
It Is one wh ich deeply concerns th e 
future of th e Baltimore & Oh io sy stem 
in th is state and In th e west. 
It Is no 
less th an th e construction of a sh ort 
line between Pittsburg and Warwick, 
wh ich would give th e Baltimore & 
Oh io th e sh ortest and best line be­ 
tween Pittsburg and Ch icago, 
Wh en It became known some weeks 
ago th at th e Baltimore & Oh io was 
beh ind th e projected Canton & East 
Liverpool road. It was said th at th is 
company was anxious to obtain a 
generous slice of th e rich traftlc wh ich 
is produced in th e region of East Llv- 
pool. But It h a.s an ulterior purpose, 
and one of far greater magnitude, no 
less th an th e creation of a new trunk 
line between Pittsburg and Ch icago 
Th e Baltimore & Oh io already h as a 
line between th ese centers, but It Is a 
line 
wh ich 
Is ex tremely unprofit­ 
able, and one wh ich It would gladly 
get rid of If It could. Th e Pittsburg 
& Western h as h eavy grades, and a 
surplus of mileage. It Is very ex pen­ 
sive to operate, and places th e Balti­ 
more .V Oh io at a disadvantage. 
It was in order to get anoth er line 
Into IMttsburg th at th e Canton it East 
Liverpool company was incorporated 
and a line survey ed by th e Baltimore 
& Oh io people. Th e distance between 
th e termini Is less th an HO miles. Th e 
grades encountered are less th an 20 
feet, as against longer grades of 40 and 
50 feet on th e Pennsy lvania lines. 
In 
fact, th e Cleveland t Pittsburg look­ 
ing for a more feasible route, once 
survey ed a new line up th e same 
Beaver valley , th at is now pierced by 
th e Baltimore A Oh io project, but 
h ad to give It up on account of th e 
canal th at was th en In operation 
th ere. Th e Pennsy lvania people h ave 
sough t to obstruct th is fresh Baltl 
more & Oh io plan bv buy ing up all th e 
available terminal property at East 
Liverpool. 
Crossing th e Oh io river th ere th e 
Baltimore and LBilo would push on 
th rough a new country to Allegh eny 
City . From Canton th e line would 
strikeout to th e north , reach ing th e 
Baltimore and ()h io main line at War­ 
wick. Th e entire distance of less th an 
125 miles from Allegh eny City to War­ 
wick could be constructed. It Is said, 
for about •.'1,000,000, entailing an an­ 
nual ch arge of about $150,000. 
In­ 
creased earnings of a h alf million dol 
lars would amply compensate for th is 
great project. 
It may seem strange th at th e Balti­ 
more and Oh io, In Its present Impover­ 
ish ed financial condition, sh ould th ink 
of making th is great improvement.but 
it Is tf) be said In reply th at an Inde­ 
pendent, th ough aux iliary company , 
would put up th e funds to do th e 
work. 
It Is only a question as to 
wh eth er it will pay . Since th e bank­ 
ing and th e Garrett Interests h ave 
now agreed so far as to elect a presi 
dent th e time seems read? for an 
earnest consideration of th e Balti­ 
more and Oh io’s ph y sical needs and 
some active work In th at direction. 
It will be remembered th at th e sub­ 
stance of th e above statem ent was 
made In th e N e w s R e vie w several 
weeks ago upon th e anth ority of a 
Canton railroad man. Th e source 
from wh ich th e statem ent comes th is 
time can not be doubted. 


th e new y ear and th e beginning of 
spring activity .
